Oldham inquired about how to amend the claims to overcome 
the prior art made of record. Att. Oldham indicated that Harter et al taught away from Valentino being that Harter 
teaches advantages of using a double-sided grill instead of a single-surface grill. The examiner indicated to Att. 
Oldham that if the use of only a single sided grill were clarified in the claim language, it could be possible to overcome 
Harter et al. The examiner also indicated that claim 27 contained allowable subject matter and that adding that subject 
matter to the rejected base claims would overcome the prior art made of record.
